According to H arry Valle, he was on 
duty, when two young m en in a to u r­

As he went back into the station, a 
young m an about tw enty two years of 
age stepped from the toilet of the 
place and covered him with the gun 
m hts hand. 
He went to the cash 
resister, took all th e money In it. then 
went out the rear of th e place to the 
alley and tow ard G ra n t street. 
T he holdup m an wore a browm suit, 
h ad a white handkerchief over his 
fare and was w ithout a hat. 
He was 
about five feet eight inches in height 
and his revolver was nickel plated.

Coroner J. P Caldwell m ade an in ­ 
vestigation of the ca^e and found that 
it was a case of suicide.

Shaner Preparing 
For Kiddies Day

WASHINGTON. 
July 21—Tobacco 
growers of the nation have taken the 
lead in a campaign for reduction ot 
federal taxes on tobacco, with the 
claim that it is the only commodity 
which has failed to benefit in pro­ 
gressive tax slashes since the finan­ 
cial burdens of the World War began 
to lessen. 
The growers not only complain that 
the tobacco industry has been slight­ 
ed in tax revision laws, but they are 
advancing their claims on the ground 
that a reduction w’ould be another 
form of farm relief. 
Thus far the growers are the prin­ 
cipal backers of the tax relief plan, 
although they expect to gain full co­ 
operation of the manufacturers 
and 
hope to enlist the political pressure 
of millions of smokers. 
Special federal taxes on automo­ 
biles, motion pictures, legitimate the­ 
atres and other similiar imposts have 
been wiped out or steadily reduced 
taxes mounted to the 
high war-time 
levels. 
The average tobacco tax Is about 
45 per cent with the tax on the or­ 
dinary package of popular cigarets 
six cents. 
Chewing and smoking to­ 
bacco bears an impost of 18 cents a 
pound and cigars from $2.00 to $13.50 
a thousand. 
Explaining the stand of the grow­ 
ers, Rep. J. D. Craddock <R> of K en­ 
tucky said 
"The consumption of all tobacco 
products has grown to great propor­ 
tions. but that of cigarets has far ex­ 
ceeded all others. 
The demand for 
cigarets has grown from 16 billion in 
1915 to 110 billion in 1930. 
Most of 
the tobacco growers in the United 
States l s produced in 19 states, these 
states producing in 1929 over one bil­ 
lion and a half pounds. 
“The farmers that produced this 
enormous 
amount 
received 
about 
$285.169,000 while the federal govern­ 
ment received in the form of an in­ 
ternal revenue tax from the same to­ 
bacco in a manufactured state the 
approximate amount of $450,000,000. 
In other words the 
government 
re­ 
ceived nearly twice as much money 
as the farmers who 
produced 
the 
commodity.” 
The tobacco growers calculate that 
out of a 13 cent package of cigarets 6 
cents goes to the government as a tax, 
3 cents to the manufacturer, 2 cents 
to the jobber or retailer and 2 cents 
to the farmer. 
The goal of the growers is a tax 
slash of 50 per cent. 
It is claimed by 
Craddock that such a reduction would 
add $500,000 a year to the sales prices 
of the Burley tobacco growers of Ken­ 
tucky.
